After a yYeur or elghteen months of in-
[ ant wateliting for an opportunily 1o re-
em hin pledge, Barton at Just found the
object of his long sedrel. Almost wihthin

the precipets of the palace the royal coach

ho is the lop-enred man no longer. Women
whose ears have become deformed through
tmproper halrdressing, are mmong those who
come for rellef, and many who weres “born
